6.2 How developed and when: 

Work on- the products in the series began in 1972 in response to a proposal from 
the Searsr^ Roebuck Foundation. It was developed over a period of three years in 
conjunction with the rest of the series jand was field tested in 17 elementary 
schools in the four main gee raphical aifeas of the United States.

As a result of field testing, , Dr. U. J. Klausmeier, series director artd 
editor, states that the product was redesigned to be less theoretical and 
more practical .

Appropriateness / adaptability / technical quality: 

The descnber feels that the prognaiii is highly appropriate in introducinq the 
user to the practical application of evaluation procedures in general. " 

The program Is adaptable for preservice and inservice teachers of any subject 
at the elementary school level. Many of the methods and much of the infomiation 
could be of value for.-teachers at the secondary level as well. 

The technical gual.ity of the printed material is very goQd. The printed material 
IS durably bound in a glossy cover and the print is clear, 'although "a few of the 
charts and diagrams h^ve extremely small print. The filmstrips are attractive 
and audio frame advancement signals are audible. ** 

Content accuracy/social fairness/commuility acceptance issues: 

The content appears to be factually correct and current. Much of the content 
IS theoretical rather than factual; although it is based on research and prac- 
tical appl icatidn. ^ 

No ethnic nor sex biases are evident. 

The possibility of controversy exists with any theoretical content. Some' may 
object to the emphasis on individualization. Otlrcrs may not agree with the 
cofiment that the nomi ( referring .to no rm- re fe rented tests) should not be set 
3S a standard to be attained by all students— especial ly in the 

current educational climate of dismay over faHing standards. 



Overall summary/ comment:
